NOTES  TO  THE  READER. 

First.  The  calculations  of  this  Almanac  are  made  to  solar  or  apparent  Time,  to  which  add  the  Equation 
n column  7,  marked  hour  table,  when  the  Sun  is  slow  ; and  subtract  it  when  fast,  for  mean  or  clock  time. 

2d.  The  time  of  High  Water  at  Philadelphia  is  so  computed  as  to  serve  either  for  morning  or  evening;— 
exact  enough  for  common  use.  The  morning  flood  being  about  12  min.  earlier  than  the  time  in  the  tide 
column,  and  that  of  the  evening  as  much  later. 

3d.  As  the  days  end  atmidnight,  the  rising,  setting  and  southing  of  the  Moon,  when  after  that  time,  is  fouDd 
against  the  succeeding  day  ; so  on  the  night  of  (or  following)  the  12th  of  the  first  month,  (January)  the  moon 
sets  at  2 o’clock  32  minutes  after  midnight,  viz.  in  the  morning  of  the  13th,  not  at  1 o’clock  24  minutes,  the 
time  opposite  the  12th,  which  is  the  time  of  her  setting  the  preceding  morning. 

4th.  The  rising,  setting,  or  southing  of  a star,  may  be  carried  several  days  backwards,  by  adding,  or 
Forwards,  by  subtracting,  4 minutes  per  day.  For  instance,  on  the  9th  day  of  the  first  month  (January) 
9irius  is  south  at  11  o’clock  15  minutes,  adding  12  minutes  for  3 days  sooner,  we  have  11  o’clock  27  minutes, 
for  the  southing  on  the  6th,  and  deducting  8 minutes  for  2 days  later,  leaves  11  o’clock  7 minutes,  for  that  on 
the  1 1th  of  the  some  month.

gentlemen, — The  large  edition,  and  wide  diffusion 
ot';the  Almanac  which  you  publish,  renders  it  a desir- 
able medium  of  cemmuaication  wivfa  the  people  of 


Pennsylvania;  I would  embrace  the  opportunity 
which  it  furnishes,  to  invite  the  attention  of  our  fellow 
citizens  to  historical  inquiries,  and  solicit  the  record, 
and  communication  of  all  facts  that  may  be  the  result 
of  their  researches.  In  the  districts  which  were  origi- 
nally settled  by  our  honourable  forefathers  along  the 
shores  of  the  Delaware,  and  at  some  points  adjacent, 
much  curious  and  highly  interesting  incident  has,  no 
doubt,  occurred,  which  tradition  relates,  but  which 
remains  unwritten.  To  collect,  and  preserve  such 
accounts,  before  those  in  whose  memory  they  are  de- 
posited, shall  be  removed  from  this  scene  of  action, 
would  be  a most  valuable  service  to  generations  to 
come.  In  the  discharge  of  this  duty,  for  such  it  would 
really  be,  let  none  be  discouraged  because  it  may  be 
in  their  power  to  procure  but  one  or  two  well  authen- 
ticated circumstances,  which  will  acquaint  us  with  the 
nature  of  the  first  efforts  of  those  who  encountered  the 
hardships,  and  dangers,  of  the  wilderness.  The  inter- 
course with  the  Indian  natives  was  uniformly  pacific, 
and  in  some  cases,  it  was  distinguished  by  mutual 
kindness  and  confidence,  which  ought  to  be  known, 
and  perpetuated  through  all  future  time.  Every  in- 
stance of  this  sort,  which  can  be  fully  relied  upon, 
would  be  exceedingly  precious,  because,  hereafter, 
our  history  cannot  be  enriched  by  the  recital  of  recent 
events  connected  with  a noble  race  of  men,  now  ra- 
pidly disappearing  from  the  American  continent.  The 
aggregate  of  the  facts  obtained  by  the  comparatively 
small  application  of  the  time  of  many  individuals  to 
this  subject,  would,  doubtless,  amply  reward  those 
who  should  contribute  te  this  stock  of  materials,  by 
the  instruction,  and  pleasure  to  be  derived  from  the 
arrangement  and  publication  of  the  mass.  These 
investigations  might,  moreover,  lead  to  the  forma- 
tion of  Historical  Societies  in  different  parts  of  the 
state,  whence  printed  accounts  would  proceed;  or,  if 
it  should  be  preferred,  in  the  commencement  of  such 
enterprises,  the  collections  made  by  those  associations, 
could  be  furnished  for  publication  in  the  Memoirs  of 
the  Historical  Society  of  Pennsylvania. 

Those  parts  of  our  favoured  commonwealth  more 
recently  occupied  and  improved,  are  not  without 
much  interest;  and  concerning  the  prosecution  of  ef- 
forts in  opening  the  country,  the  formation  of  neigh- 
bourhoods, the  foundation  of  towns,  and  the  develop- 
ment of  the  various  resources  of  nature,  for  the  •sup- 
port and  comfort  of  those  who  adventured  in  useful 
and  hazardous  pursuits  of  this  kind,  all  would  be  anx- 
ious to  be  informed.  It  is  only  by  preserving,  in  a 
suitable  manner,  the  detail  of  these  matters,  that  re- 
ference can  be  made,  and  just  estimates  formed,  of 
the  great  results  which  flow  from  the  industry,  reso- 
lution, and  intelligence  of  poineers  in  works  of  this 
nature,  which  no  obstacles  could  arrest,  or  conquer: 
Pennsylvania,  it  is  beleived,  abounds  in  striking  illus-

IMPORTANT  TO  FARMERS. 

The  paper  containing  the  subjoined  article  on 
the  usefulness  of  the  Carrot  root,  was  handed  to  us  by 
a friend,  who  vouches  for  the  truth  of  the  statements. 
We  have  frequently  known  Potatoes,  Rwta-Baga,  and 


* Turnips,  to  be  made  use  of  as  food  for  stork  to  ad- 
vantage— and  why  not  Carrots  ? Persons  who  always 
deny  themselves  the  advantage  arising  from  the  ex- 
periments of  society,  fur  fear  of  meeting  with  innova- 
tions upon  the  favourite  practices  that  had  precedence 
in  their  childhood,  will  perceive  when  it  is,  perhaps, 
too  late,  that  they  have  been  the  loser.  To  older  per- 
sons than  ourselves,  this  fact  will  be  more  impressive  ; 
therefore,  we  recommend  to  our  agricultural  readers 
a different  course. — Ohio  Citizen. 

CARROTS. — It  appears  not  to  be  generally  under- 
stood in  this  part  of  the  country,  that  Carrots  are 
among  the  best  and  most  nutritive  food  for  cattle  and 
horses.  One  bushel  of  carrots  will  yield  more  nour- 
ishment than  two  bushels  of  oats,  or  potatoes,  and  it 
is  a remarkable  fact,  that  horses  will  frequently  leave 
bats  to  feed  on  carrots,  after  they  have  acquired  a re- 
lish for  them,  and  thrive  astonishingly  well,  when  fed 
upon  them.  They  not  only  give  them  a fine  flesh,  but 
a rich  brilliant  gloss. 

If  our  farmers  would  turn  their  attention  to  the  rais- 
ing of  this  vegetable  extensively,  they  would  find  a 
great  saving  in  grain,  as  well  as  a visible  change  in  the 
thrift  of  tlieir  animals.  As  a matter  of  economy  and 
profit,  it  is  of  vast  importance.  The  quantity  of  car- 
rots which  may  be  raised  from  one  acre  of  good  land, 
is  almost  incredible.  Where  the  land  is  rich  and  mel- 
low, an  acre  will  yield  from  1,000  to  2,000  bushels,  the 
-process  is  simple  and  the  labour  comparatively  light. 

Select  a rich  piece  of  ground,  tolerably  dry,  as  free 
from  weeds  as  possible  ; plough  it  deep,  make  it  mel- 
low, and  harrow  it  smooth.  Then  sow  your  ground 
with  the  usual  quantity  of  flax  seed,  and  harrow  it  in  ; 
after  this  sow  about  a quart  of  carrot  seed  to  the  acre, 
and  bush  it  lightly.  Both  seeds  will  come  up  together, 
but  the  flax  springing  up  with  considerable  vapidity, 
will  so  shade  the  carrots,  that  they  will  not  gain  much 
size  till  the  flax  is  pulled.  The  shade  of  the  flax  will 
also  prevent  the  weeds  from  growing,  so  as  to  inter- 
fere with  the  carrots.  After  the  flax  is  pulled,  which 
will  be  in  July,  the  carrots  will  begin  to  enlarge  ra- 
pidly, especially  if  the  weeds  have  been  kept  in  check 
by  the  shade,  for  the  pulling  of  the  flax  will  so  loosen 
the  earth  around  them,  and  so  expose  them  to  the 
rays  of  the  sun,  as  to  give  them  new  vigour  and 
strength.  At  that  time,  also,  the  weeds  will  not  gvovr 
rapidly,  if  at  all. 

Thus  may  be  raised  two  valuable  crops,  without 
impoverishing  the  land  more  than  by  a crop  of  corn 
or  oats. 

It  is  not  probable  that  the  first  attempt  would  yield 
so  large  as  I have  suggested  above,  but  if  you  take  the 
proper  precaution,  and  are  tolerably  successful,  you 
will  realize  from  an  acre  about  1,000  bushels  of  car- 
rots, worth  three  shillings  per  bushel,  g375  00

To  what  use  can  an  acre  of  land  be  applied,  by 
which  it  will  produce  half  the  amount.  This  may 
seem  a large  estimate,  but  it  is  nevertheless  true;  and 
if  you  wish  to  test  the  matter,  try  it  next  season. 

Horses  will  work  on  carrots,  nearly,  or  quite  as  well 
as  on  oats,  and  keep  in  much  better  order.  The  trans- 
portation lines,  along  the  Canal,  would  find  great 
economy  in  using  them  as  a substitute  for  oats. 


This  is  a season  of  the  year  when  farmers  often  take 
it  upon  them  to  prune  their  orchards.  This  is  a bad 
practice,  and  should  be  discountenanced.  If  it  is  de- 
sirable when  a limb  of  a tree  is  cut  off,  to  have  a new 
growth,  cover  the  wound  as  soon  as  possible.  When 
the  trees  are  pruned  in  the  winter,  and  the  action  of 
the  sun  and  air  upon  the  parts  cut,  the  wood  to  a small 
distance  becomes  dried,  with  the  bark  firmly  attached 
to  it,  and  all  circulation  of  sap  perfectly  suspended. 
It  requires  some  years,  more  or  less,  according  to  the 
size  of  the  limb,  before  the  young  wood  can  break 
through  the  old  ba  k,  in  order  to  cover  the  wound. 
Never  prune  until  tne  tree  is  in  leaf.  At  this  time 
the  bark  is  loose  from  the  wood,  and  the  elaborate 
juice  of  the  tree  will  be  seen  projecting  from  between 
the  bark  and  the  wood,  forming  a lip,  which  is  covered 
with  a thin  bark,  which  continues  to  extend,  and  soon 
covers  the  wood. 

As  to  nurseries,  when  you  approach  them,  be  care- 
ful to  keep  your  knife  in  your  pocket.  There  have 
been  nine  nurseries  spoiled  by  overpruning,  to  where 
one  ever  suffered  from  want  of  it.  I know  it  is  easier 
work  to  prune  a small  tree,  than  to  dig  about  it.  Who 
of  you  would  ever  think  of  fattening  your  horse  by 
brushing,  without  feeding  him,  or  that  he  could  digest 
his  food  without  a stomach  ; but  it  would  be  equally 
natural  to  trim  and  brush  him  after  he  was  in  flesh, 
before  taking  him  to  market.  So  with  trees.  Many 
of  the  elements  of  nutrition  are  taken  up  by  the  roots; 
i but  the  leaves  are  as  essential  to  the  elaboration  of 
those  elements  as  the  stomach  of  a horse  is  to  the  di- 
gestion of  the  food — without  those,  either  would  pe- 
rish ; but  when  trees  have  attained  a sufficient  size  for 
sale,  it  is  well  to  give  such  pruning  as  may  give  a de- 
sirable shape  to  the  tops,  and  this  should  be  done  one 
year  before  transplanting. — Id.

At 
what  time,  or  with  what  people,  this  practice  origin- 
ated, we  will  not  pretend  to  say;  but  there  is  one  na- 
tion who  should  either  discontinue  the  practice,  or  else

VALUABLE  RECEIPTS. 

Burns  and  Scalds.— Mr.  Cleghorn,  a brewer  in 
Edinburgh,  has  treated  burns  and  scalds  with  success, 
by  applying,  in  the  first  place,  vinegar,  until  the  pain 
abates;  secondly,  an  emollient  poultice;  and  thirdly,  as 
soon  as  any  secretion  < fmatii  r or  watery  fluid  appears, 
by  covoring  the  sore  with  powdered  chalk. 

Linamerit  for  the  Same. — Take  of  linseed  or  olive 
oil,  lime  water,  each  equal  parts,  or  three  ounces  by 
measure;  Mix,  by  shaking  them  together.  This  lir.a- 
ment  is  extremely  useful  in  cases  of  scalds  or  burns, 
being  singularly  efficacious  in  preventing,  if  applied  in 
time,  the  inflammation  subsequent  to  these;  or  even  in 
removing  it  after  it  has  come  on. 

Another. — Apply  oatmeal  and  cold  water  to  the  part 
i affected  immediately  after  the  accident;  keep  in  on  as 
: a poultice  all  night;  next  morning,  if  not  serious,  it  will 
be  quite  well,  neither  blister  nor  wound  appearing. 

In  all  cases  of  burns  and  scalds,  it  is  necessary  to 
observe,  that  if  fever  should  ensue,  gently  laxative 
medicines  ought  to  be  administered.  The  best  are 
castor  oil  and  Epsom  salts. 

If  the  injury  arising  from  the  scald  or  burn  be  very 
severe,  suppuration  should  be  promoted  by  fomenta- 
tions  and  emolient  cataplasms.  The  deformity  or  con- 
striction of  muscles  and  tendons,  which  arise  from 
burns  and  scalds,  is  to  be  obviated  as  much  as  possible 
by  bandage  and  position.  Particular  attention  must  be 
paid  to  position  where  joints  are  concerned,  and  in 
burns  in  the  neck.  In  all,  the  limbs  should  be  much 
as  possible  in  their  natural  situation  of  rest ; but  the 
head,  in  particular,  should  be  kept  in  a proper  posi- 
tion.

>e  prepared  in  every  family,  instead  of  the  irritating 
irticles  generally  used  for  those  purposes,  which,  for  * 
he  most  part,  are  only  productive  oi  injury. 


Whitlow , — Dr.  Balfour,  of  Edinburgh,  has  found 
:he  application  of  pressure  in  incipient  cases  of  whit- 
ow,  to  succeed  in  preventing  the  formation  of  matter, 
md  speedily  to  cure  the  disease.  He  applies  com- 
pression with  the  hand  in  a degree  which  the  patient 
tan  easily  bear,  with  the  view  of  preventing  extensive 
suppuration,  and  then  a narrow  fillet.  This  operation, 
m severe  eases,  is  repeated  three  or  four  times  in  the 

li  4 


course  of  two  days,  when  the  pain  and  swelling  disap- 
pear, leaving  a §jngle  spec  of  pus  at  the  point  of  the 
thumb,  immediately  under  the  skin.  If  vent  be  given 
to  this  by  the  slightest  touch  of  the  lancet,  the  wound 
will  heal  up  immediately. 


OINTMENT  FOR  CHAPS  AND  ERUPTIONS  OF  THE 
Skin. — Simmer  ox-marrow  over  the  fire,  and  after- 
wards strain  it  through  a piece  of  muslin  into  gallipots. 
When  cold,  rub  the  part  affected. 

Ring  Worm. — Mr.  T.  J.  Graham,  of  Cheltenham, 
recommends  the  lime  water  which  has  been  used  for 
purifying  gas,  as  a very  efficacious  remedy  in  the  above 
troublesome  disease.  The  head  is  to  be  well  cleansed 
morning  and  evening  with  soap  and  water,  and  after- 
wards washed  with  the  lime  water  from  the  gas-works. 
The  above  lime  water  is  a very  heterogeneous  com- 
pound, so  that  it  is  impossible  to  say  which  of  its  in- 
gredients is  effectual.  It  contains  lime,  ammonia,  sul- 
phuretted hydrogen,  volatile  oil,  and,  probably,  several 
other  compounds  of  a more  complex  nature. — Month- 
ly Magazine. 


Itch  Ointment — Take  of  powdered  white  helle- 
bore, 2 drachms,  flowers  of  sulphur,  i oz.  essence  of 
lemon,  1 oz.  hog’s  lard,  2 oz  Make  it  into  an  oint- 
ment. Smear  all  the  joints  for  three  nights  with  this, 
wash  it  off  in  the  morning  with  soap  and  water.  Re- 
peat the  smearing  three  times  at  the  interval  of  two 
days,  and  the  most  inveterate  itch  is  certain  to  disap- 
pear. It  will  be  well,  at  the  same  time,  to  take,  night 
and  morning,  a tea  spoon-ful  of  an  electuary  of  flow- 
ers of  sulphur  mixed  with  honey  or  treacle. 


To  Remote  Chilblains. — Take  an  ounce  of 
white  copperas,  dissolved  in  a quart  of  water,  and  oc- 
casionally apply  it  to  the  affected  parts.  This  will  ul- 
timately remove  the  most  obstinate  blains. 

N.  B.— This  application  must  be  used  before  they 
break,  otherwise  it  will  do  injury. 

Another  Method. — Take  a piece  of  fresh  wood  of  the 
fir,  made  flat  and  smooth,  and  hold  it  to  the  fire,  till  it 
becomes  moderately  warm,  and  all  the  turpentine  be- 
gins to  exude;  then  place  the  part  affected  upon  this 
board,  and  keep  it  there  as  long  as  it  can  be  well  borne; 
after  which,  let  the  part  be  washed  with  warm  water 
wrapped  up  in  flannel,  and  kept  free  from  cold.  This 
application  is  improper  if  the  chilblain  be  broken,  bu 
if  applied  before  it  has  arrived  at  that  stage,  it  has 
never  failed  in  removing  the  complaint  after  two  or 
three  applications.

The  muriate  of  ammonia  (sal  ammoniac)  is  { 
likewise  a very  useinl  remedy.  “ Out  of  twenty  years’  j 
practice,”  says  a medical  correspondent  in  the  Month-  j 
ly  Magazine,  “I  never  knew  the  above  remedies  to' 
fail.”  

Medicine  fob  Worms.— Dr.  Mongeny,  physician 
to  the  hospital  of  the  colony  Femandina,  in  the  isle  of 
Cuba,  has  found  the  leaves  of  the  herb  balm , made: 
into  a paste,  to  succeed  in  expelling  the  tape- worm, i 
from  the  human  intestines,  in  the  course  of  a few  hours.' 
He  advises  three  ounces  of  the  paste,  (made  of  fresh 
balm  powder,  and  sufficient  quantity  of  honey,)  to  be 
given  to  the  patient  fasting,  and  alterwards  six  ounces 
of  honey,  in  three  doses;  the  first  at  the  end  of  an 
hour,  and  the  other  after  similar  intervals.  By  this 


process  the  tape-worm  has  always  been  expelled  after 
the  lapse  of  six  or  seven  hours;  and  in  many  of  the 
cases  all  the  other  medicines  of  repute  had  been  un- 
successfully tried.  The  worm  is  voided  knotted  into 
a ball,  and  not  by  piece  meal,  as  is  commonly  the  case 
when  removed  by  vermifuge  purgatives. 

Tape-  Worm  in  Children  — Beat  up  five  and  a hal* 
drachms  of  rectified  oil  of  turpentine,  with  the  yolk 
of  an  egg,  and  some  sugar  and  water,  or  common  sy- 
rup. Give  this  to  a child  having  tape- worms.  Two 
doses  are  sure  of  expelling  them — Dr.  JLetsom. 

For  DEBiLrrr  of  the  Stomach. — Take  of  chamo- 
mile flowers,  lemon  peel,  orange  do.  each  4 drachms, 
boiling  water  1 pint.  Let  them  remain  for  four  hours, 
and  strain.  To  the  strained  liquor  add  syrup  of  gin- 
ger, 6 drachms.  The  dose  is  a wine  glass-ful,  in  the 
morning  early,  and  repeated  an  hour  before  dinner, 
for  habits  debilitated  by  drinking,  or  natural  weakness 
of  the  stomach. 

Dr.  Fees’  Remedt  for  Flatulence  and 
Cramp  in  the  Stomach: — Take  of  carbonate  of  soda, 
1 drachm,  compound  tincture  of  rhatany,  1 oz.  com- 
pound tincture  of  ginger  and  chamomile,  3 drachms, 
camphorated  julep,  7 oz. — Mix.  Three  table-spoonsiul 
are  to  be  taken  twice  a day. 

The  Common  Hiccup. — The  hiccup  may  in  gene- 
ral be  removed  by  taking  a pinch  of  snuff,  or  any 
thing  that  will  cause  sneezing. 

Jloetic  and  jJssafcf.tida  Pills. — Take  of  soeo- 
trine  aloes,  in  powder,  assafoetida,  soap,  equal  parts. 
Form  them  into  a mass  with  mucilage  of  gum  arabic. 
These  pills,  in  doses  of  about  ten  grains,  twice  a day, 
produce  the  most  salutary  effects  in  cases  of  dyspep- 
sia, attended  with  hysteria,  flatulence,  and  costive- 
ness. 


DrSENTERT  AND  BlLJGVS  DISORDERS.—' The 
medical  qualities  of  pulverized  charcoal  are  daily  de- 
veloping themselves.  In  addition  to  its  value  in  bili- 
ous disorders,  2 ounces  of  the  charcoal,  boiled  in  a 
pint  of  fresh  milk,  may  be  taken  in  doses  of  a wine- 
glassful,  by  adults,  every'  two  hours,  in  the  most  ob- 
stinate dysentery,  until  relief  is  imparted,  which  has 
not  failed  to  be  the  effect  in  almost  every  instance. 
It  is  harmless,  and  the  experiment  may  be  safely  tried. 
Charcoal  made  from  maple  wood  is  the  fittest  for  t»i« 
purpose . 

For  Cholera  Morbus.— As  this  disease  is  really 
an  effort  of  nature,  its  course  should  be  arrested  with 
great  circumspection ; the  safest  practice  is  to  admi- 
nister copious  draughts  of  chamomile  tea,  or  even 
warm  water  until  the  offensive  matter  is  freely  eva-

taken,  being  rejected  tinunixed  ; after  which  the  irri- 
tation may  be  allayed  by  laudanum,  from  20  to  30 
drops,  which  should  be  given  in  the  smallest  possible 
quantity  of  liquid,  and  may  be  repeated  every  6 or  8 
hours,  according  to  the  circumstances.  When  the 
irritation  is  considerably  allayed,  calomel  should  be 
given  in  doses  ot  from  4 to  8 grains. 
t Though  cholera  morbus  be  highly  distressing  to  the 
patient,  and  often  alarming  to  the  by-stander,  it  is 
rarely  difficult  of  cure,  and  nature  generally  effects 
this  for  us;  ic  may,  however,  be  useful  to  add  a simple 
prescription  of  a Scotch  physician,  published  seventy 
yeais  ago;  and  which  he  affirms  to  have  been  follow- 
ed by  wonderful  success  in  cases  that  resisted  all 
other  treatment;  after  giving  warm  fluid  3 or  4 times 
to  evacuate  the  contents  of  the  stomach,  he  prescribed 
a decoction  of  oaten  bread  carefully  toasted  as  brown 
coffee,  but  not  burnt.  The  decoction  should  have  the 
appearance  of  weak  coffeej  it  is  said  to  be  exceed- 
ingly grateful  to  the  patient,  and  no  case  is  recollect- 
ed by  the  prescriber  where  it  was  rejected. 


Remedies  for  Htdro phobia — Efficacy  of  Salt 
Water.  In  man  or  animals  attacked  with  this  terrible 
disease,  small  whitish  pustules  appear  near  the  liga- 
ment of  the  tongue,  which  open  spontaneously  on  the 
third  day  after  the  bite;  at  this  crisis,  the  first  symp- 
toms of  the  real  disorder  become  manifest.  By  lancing 
these  pustules  nine  days  after  the  bite,  by  extracting 
all  the  humour,  and  washing  the  mouth  well  with  salt 
water,  the  fatal  effects  are  prevented.  Several  indi- 
viduals have  been  saved  by  this  process. 

In  the  year  lf59,  a person,  fro  bor.o  publico,  caused 
a stage  to  be  erected  at  Charing-cross,  London,  and 
in  the  presence  of  many  thousand  persons,  permitted 
himself  to  be  bit  by  a mad  dog,  for  the  purpose  of  ex- 
emplifying the  cure,  which  simply  consisted  in  rub- 
bing into  the  wound  some  common  salt,  which  he  de- 
scribed as  a specific  for  this,  frequently,  unfortunate 
calamity.  . 

Oxy  muriatic  Acid.— At  Pavia,  many  trials  have 
been  made,  which  prove  the  efficacy  of  chlorine,  or 
oxygenated  muriatic  acid,  in  subduing  hydrophobia. 
Dr.  Prevesali  prescribed  with  success,  (where  the 
symptoms  were  advanced,)  in  a liquid  form,  from  a 
drachm  to  a drachm  and  a half  daily,  in  citron  water, 
or  syrup  of  citron. 

Decoction  of  Broom  TofiS. — Dr.  Muller,  of  Vienna, 
has  lately  published,  in  the  “ Gazette  de  Sante,”  a 
new  mode  of  treating  this  formidable  disease,  which 
was  communicated  to  him  by  M.  Marochetti,  a sur- 
geon of  Moscow.  This  surgeon,  during  his  residence 
at  Ukrane,  in  the  year  1813,  attended  fifteen  persons 
who  had  been  bit  by  a mad  dog.  While  he  was  mak- 
ing the  necessary  preparations  for  cauterizing  the 
wounds,  some  old  men  requested  him  to  treat  the  un- 
fortunate people  according  to  the  directions  of  a pea- 
sant in  the  neighbourhood,  who  had  obtained  great  re- 
putation for  the  cure  ot  hydrophobia.  1 o this  M.  Ma- 
rochetti assented.  He  made  choice  of  a lady,  sixteen 
years  of  age,  whom  he  had  treated  till  then  by  the 
customary  means.  The  peasant  gave  to  the  fourteen 
patients  placed  under  his  care,  a strong  decoction  of 
the  tops  of  the  /lowers  of  the  yellow  broom,  (a  pint  and 
a half  a day.)  He  examined  twice  a day  the  under 
part  of  the  tongue,  where  he  had  generally  discovered 
little  pimples,  containing  the  hydrophobic  poison  : 
these  pimples  really  followed,  and  were  observed  by 
M.  Marochetti  himself.  As  they  formed,  the  peasant 
opened  them  and  cauterized  the  parts  with  a red  hot 
needle;  after  which,  the  patients  gargled  with  the  de- 
coction above  mentioned.  The  result  of  this  treatment 
was,  that  the  fourteen  patients  returned  cured,  having 
only  drank  the  decoction  six  weeks. 

About  five  years  afterwards,  M.  Marochetti  had  an 
opportunity  of  giving  this  treatment  another  trial. 
Twenty-six  persons,  who  had  been  bit  by  a mad  dog, 
were  put  under  his  care,  viz.  nine  men,  eleven  wo- 
men, and  six  children;  he  ordered  them  to  be  given, 
as  soon  as  possible,  the  decoction  cf  broom  tops,  and 
upon  an  attentive  examination  of  their  tongues,  he

The  time  in  which  these  pimples  appear,  is  gene- 
rally between  the  third  and  ninth  day  after  the  bite.

quently.

— At  a recent  meeting  of 
the  London  Medical  Society,  Dr.  Blake  stated,  that  the 
extraction  or  excision  of  teeth  was  unnecessary.  He 
was  enabled,  he  said,  to  cure  the  most  desperate  case 
of  toothache,  (unless  the  disease  was  connected  with 
with  rheumatism,)  by  the  application  of  the  following 
remedy  to  the  diseased  tooth  : — Alum,  reduced  to  an

Her  mother  supposed  it 
to  be  a fly,  and  searched  for  it,  but  could  discover  no- 
thing. The  girl  continued  her  wild  and  tenable 
shrieks,  and  her  distress  was  so  great,  that  it  was 
feared  she  would  not  live ; when  a young  woman  living 
at  Mr.  C’s.  put  some  vinegar  into  her  ear,  which,  for 
a moment,  increased  her  cries — but  was  soon  relieved 
by  the  egress  of  a black  bug,  about  three-eighths  of  an 
inch  in  length,  and  less  than  one-fourth  of  an  inch  in 
breadth  at  its  broadest  part — the  head  very  small,  and 
wings  fluted. — dlbion,  Orleans  Co.  Republican.

Cautios  to  Travellers  — When  going  to  ride 
on  horseback,  it  will  be  right,  b fore  mounting,  to  ex- 
amine carefully  the  trappings  of  the  horse,  to  ascer- 
tain whether  the  bridle,  girths,  and  stirrups,  be  safe 
and  well  fixed,  and  the  animal  properly  shod.  Also, 
when  going  to  drive  in  a gig  or  chaise,  it  will  be  pro- 
per not  only  to  inquire,  but  to  ascertain,  whether  the 
harness,  wheels,  and  other  things  be  well  adjusted. 

Slack  Reins. — Never  ride  or  drive  with  too  slack  a 
reign.  From  a neglect  of  this  rule,  horses  which  are 
apt  to  stumble,  sometimes  fall  down,  to  the  great 
danger,  if  not  the  injury  of  the  persons  who  are  riding 
or  driving  them.  Besides,  in  the  case  of  fright,  or 
running  away,  the  command  of  the  reins  is  gone. 

jumping  out  of  Gigs,  &c. — Should  it  be  necessary, 
in  consequence  of  the  horse’s  running  away,  or  any 
other  cause,  when  riding  in  a gig,  to  quit  it  hastily, — 
if  it  be  possible,  leap  cut  behind,  taking  care  not  to 
lean  too  forward,  which  is  by  far  the  safest  method;

THE  CROWS  IN  THE  CORN  FIELD. 

The  time  for  planting  corn  draws  nigh.  The  trou- 
ble which  crows,  squirrels  and  black-birds,  of  every 
description,  give  the  farmer,  by  pulling  up  the  corn, 
is  manifest  to  the  traveller,  in  the  scare- crows  which 
painfully  watch  in  many  a field,  and  in  the  extended 
lines,  which,  with  magic  influence  upon  the  wing- 
ed robbers,  defend  others.  Small  and  noisy  wind- 
mills dead  hawks  and  crows,  suspended  as  a warning 
to  the  living,  and  various  other  expedients  are  also 
adopted  by  farmers  to  save  their  corn-fields  from  the 
plunderer’s.  These  cost  labour,  and  are  not  perfectly 
effectual  when  they  are  done.  The  mock-man  be- 
comes, like  king  Log,  on  which  the  frogs  jumped  for 
their  amusement ; the  lines  break,  and  leave  a door 
open  to  the  adversaries;  the  wind  ceases.  All  secu- 
rity fails,  and  the  crows  still  pick  up  the  farmer’s 
corn. 

Now,  save  all  this  trouble,  and  he  sure  of  securing 
also  your  com.

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BEAVER  DAM. 


The  annexed  cut  exhibits  a very  interesting  view  of 
the  habitations  of  tluu  class  of  animals  commonly 
called  beavers,  known  in  natural  history  ot  the  genus 
Mammalia,  and  order  Glires.  We  shall  not  describe 
the  particular  generic  character  of  tnese  animais,  of 
which  there  are  two  species.  The  colour  of  the  bea- 
ver is  generally  of  a deep  chesnut,  sometimes  entirely 
white,  less  rarely  completely  black.  It  is  about  three 
feet  long  in  the  body,  and  its  tail  about  the  length  of 
a foot,  and  by  its  peculiarity  distinguishes  this  animal 
from  any  other  quadruped.  It  is  of  an  oval  form,  and 
flat,  with  a slight  Convexity  towards  the.  base,  desti- 
tute of  hair,  and  completely  covered  with  scaly  divi- 
sions. The  ingenuity  and  industry  of  the  beavers,  in 
the  construction  of  their  cabins,  have  been  attested  by 
many  respectable  eye-witnesses,  whose  travels  have, 
been  published  to  the  world  and  remain  uncontradict- 
ed. T he  provident  foresight  of  these  animals,  and  the 
policy  ot  their  colonial  government,  from  no  other 
principle  than  natural  instinct,  reflects  much  credit 
upon  them,  while,  at  the  same  time,  it  throws  a deep 
shade  over  the  march  of  human  intellect  in  several 
stages  of  society.  The  order  of  their  architecture,  and 
the  domestic  government  of  their  colonies,  seem  to 
constitute  a model  for  the  rude  and  uncivilized  mem- 
bers of  the  human  family.  That  uniformity  and  close 
adherence  to  rule  pervades  in  all  their  movements 
from  which  they  have  neter  been  known  to  deviate, 
and  affords  a moral  lesson,  upon  which  also  human  in- 


tellect, properly  employed,  might  be  very  properly 
exercised.  The  Indians  have  a tradition  amoug  them, 
that  beavers  once  had  the  gift  of  speech,  but  that  on 
account  of  their  superior  wisdom,  they  were  deprived 
of  that  faculty,  lest  they  should  get  an  undue  ascen- 
dancy over  the  human  family,  and  abuse  their  prero- 
gative. The  following  interesting  account  of  a beaver 
colony  is  from  the  pen  of  a learned  traveller,  who  was 
ah  eye-witness  to  what  he  so  feelingly  describes: — 

It  is  now  about  twenty  years  since  I accompanied  a 
trading  party  on  a journey  to.  Detroit — where  we  were 
to  stay  some  time  to  procure  furs  from  the  Indians. 

We  had  penetrated  far  into  the  interior  of  the 
country,  and  had  encamped  for  the  night  in  the  midst 
of  an  Indian  village,  situated  on  the  borders  of  a clear 
and  swift  stream,  which  emptied  into  Lake  Michigan. 

After  we  had  succeeded  in  gaining  the  confidence 
of  the  Indians,  they  permitted  us  to  go,  one  at  a time, 
and  watch  the  operations  of  the  beavers,  and,  not- 
withstanding all  1 heard,  I could  not  but  be  astonished 
at  the  wonderful  powers  with  which  our  Creator  has 
endowed  them. 

The  river  was  about  a hundred  feet  wide  at  this 
place,  and  they  had  constructed  across  it  a solid  dam, 
as  much  as  twelve  feet  broad  at  the  base.  The  Indians 
told  us  they  had  laboured  in  the  construction  of  this 
with  wonderful  perseverance.  A large  tree,  the  size 
round  the  trunk  ot  a man’s  body,  had  been  first  sawed! 
off  by  their  teeth,  in  such  a manner  that  it  fell  across) 
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he  stream — then  they  sawed  off  the  branches  that  it 
night  lie  level ; many  working  together  with  the 
greatest  zeal  and  industry.  Some  of  them  at  the 
same  time  traversed  the  banks  ot  the  river  and  cut 
iown  smaller  trees.  These  they  cut  into  equal  lengths, 
sharpened  them  at  one  end— dragged  them  by  land 
.o  the  margin  of  the  river,  and  then  by  water  to  the 
place  where  they  were  going  to  build.  Some  of  them 
plunged  to  the  bottom  and  dug  holes  with  their  fore 
feet,  to  receive  the  points  of  these  stakes,  while  others 
supported  them  against  the  tree  which  had  before 
jeen  laid  across.  Others  brought  earth  and  filled  all 
the  interstices  between  the  piles.  These  piles  consist- 
ed of  several  rows  of  stakes  of  equal  heights,  placed 
opposite  to  each  other,  and  extending  from  one  bank 
oi  the  river  to  the  other.  The  stakes  facing  the  loaf- 
er part  of  the  river  were  placed  perpendicularly;  but 
these  which  were  opposed  to  the  river  sloped  up- 
wards to  sustain  the  pressure  of  the  water;  so  that  the 
bank  which  was  ten  or  twelve  feet  wide  at  the  base, 
is  reduced  to  two  or  three  at  the  top. 

They  had  taken  another  precaution,  also,  against 
Inundation;  they  had  made  sloping  holes  through  the 
tfiinnest  part  of  the  embankment  to  allow  the  surface 
water  to  escape,  that  it  might  act  with  less  force 
against  the  dam.  When  we  made  our  first  visit  to 
them,  they  had  already  separated  into  smaller  socie- 
ties, and  were  making  their  separate  habitations  all 
along  the  margin  of  the  river.  There  were  about 
twenty  of  these  parties  with  as  many  cabins  nearly 
finished— there  were  two  openings  in  each,  one  for 
going  to  the  land,  and  the  other  for  plunging  into  the 
water.  These  buildings  varied  slightly  both  in  shape 
and  size,  some  being  round,  others  oval;  some  of  them 
consisted  of  two  or  three  stories;  the  walls  were  about 
two  feet  thick,  raised  upon  plank,  which  served  both 
for  foundations  and  floors  to  their  houses.  Those 
houses  which  were  of  but  one  story,  rose  perpendicu- 
larly only  a few  feet,  and  then  curved  in,  terminating 
in  a dome  or  vaulted  roof.  They  were  all  very  solid 
and  neatly  plastered  both  within  and  without.  The 
beavers  were  very  busy  when  I first  saw  them,  in  com- 
pleting this  plastering,  using  their  tails  to  mix  the 
mortar,  and  their  feet  in  putting  it  on. 

One  day  while  I was  very  busy  watching  them,  a 
heavy  shower  came  on  so  suddenly  that  I had  not  no- 
ticed its  approach.  The  wind  blew  very  tempestuous- 
ly all  the  time;  and  it  was  not  till  the  storm  had  consid- 
erably abated  that  1 could  look  about  me,  and  observe 
the  condition  of  my  friends,  the  beavers.  When  I did 
so,  I could  not  but  remark,  with  surprise,  how  com- 
fortably and  perfectly  sheltered  they  had  been.  They 
had  retreated  to  the  inside  of  their  cabins,  where 
neither  wind  nor  rain  could  get  at  them;  1 observed 
large  trees  rooted  up,  and  fragments  hurled  from  the 
rocks;  but  the  houses  of  the  beavers  stood  perfectly 
firm,  and  were  quite  dry  on  the  inside,  for  by  this 
time  I had  got  familiar  enough  to  take  a peep  without 
disturbing  them  at  all. 

Different  materials,  wood,  stone,  and  a kind  of  san- 


Idy  earth,  were  used  in  the  construction  of  these 
louses;  the  wood  was  principally  that  of  alders,  wil- 
ows,  and  poplars,  which  grew  on  the  bank  of  the  ri- 
ver, and  were  more  easily  cut,  stripped  of  their  bark, 
and  transported,  than  heavier  and  more  solid  trees 
could  have  been.  The  beavers  cut  them  off  about  a 
foot  from  the  ground,  I hey  do  this  in  a sitting  pos- 
ture, and  enjoy  at  the  same  time  the  pleasure  ot 
gnawing  the  bark  and  wood,  which  is  their  lavounte 
food.  After  the  cabins  were  finished,  the  beavers 
employ  themselves  in  laying  in  ample  stores  of  pro- 
visions. This  seemed  to  be  done  in  exact  proportion 
to  the  size  of  the  cabin  and  the  number  ot  its  inhabi- 
tants; and  the  Indians  told  us  that  they  never  pillaged 
from  one  another.  Some  families  consisted  ot  only 
three  or  four  individuals;  the  largest  cabins  contained 
thirty,  but  generally  there  were  from  ten  to  torn  teen 
inhabiting  in  one  dwelling. 

They  never  quarrel  with  one  another;  when  dangei 
approaches,  they  give  notice  by  striking  their  tails  on 
the  water.  Some,  on  such  occasions,  plunge  into  the 
water  for  security;  others  conceal  themselves  within 
their  walls,  which  no  animal  will  attempt  either  to 
enter  or  overturn. 

I was  charmed  with  the  neatness  of  these  houses, 
the  floors  were  spread  with  the  green  branches  oi : the 
box  and  fir  trees,  and  were  always  quite  clean.  I he- 
window  that  faces  the  water  wiswers  for  a balcony  to 
receive  the  fresh  air,  and  for  the  purpose  of  bathing. 
Those  windows  are  made  high  enough  to  prevent  be- 
ing stopped  up  with  ice,  which  is  often  two  or  three- 
feet  thick  on  the  liver;  it  is  very  important  to  the 
beavers  to  keep  up  a free  communication  with  the 
water;  they  often  swim  for  a considerable  distance 
under  the  ice;  and  their  favourite  position,  when  in 
their  houses,  seemed  to  be  sitting  on  an  end  at  their 
windows,  with  the  lower  part  ot  the  body  in  water. 

In  September  they  collect  their  provisions. _ riom 
this  time  till  the  close  of  winter,  they  remain  in  their 
cabins,  enjoy  the  fruits  of  their  labours,  and  the  plea- 
sures of  society.  This  is  their  time  of  repose.  In 
the  spring  they  separate;  the  males  retire  into  the 
country  to  enjov  the  pleasures  and  the  fruits  of  the 
season.  They  return,  however,  occasionally,  to  their 
cabins,  but  dwell  there  no  more.  The  females  continue 
in  the  cabins,  and  are  occupied  in  nursing,  protecting, 
and  rearing  their  young,  which  are  in  a few  weeks  in 
a condition  to  follow  their  dams.  The  beavers  do  not 
assemble  again  till  autumn,  unless  their  banks  or  ca- 
bins be  injured  by  inundations,  for  when  this  happens, 
they  suddenly  collect  their  forces  and  repair  the 
breaches  that  have  been  made.  *

envious  of  that  of  every  one  else,  after  a long  walk  1 
over  his  farm,  at  this  time  loaded  with  the  promise  of 
a rich  harvest,  returned  home,  and  throwing  himself  !

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THE  SHAKERS  WORSHIPING. 


The  above  plate  is  a striking  representation  of  a 
art  of  the  ceremonies  of  divine  worship,  pursued  by 
lis  eccentric  denomination  of  Christians. 

The  Shakers  “took,  their  rise  in  England  about 
alf  a century  ago.  They  first  emigrated  to  America 
i the  year  1774,  under  their  spiritual  mother,  Ann 
,ee,  a neice  of  the  celebrated  General  Charles  Lee, 
'ho  made  a distinguished  figure  during  the  American 
evolutionary  >var.  Although  their  increase  has  not 
een  rapid,  they  now  have  several  villages  in  the  dif- 
;rent  parts  of  New  England  and  New  York  The 
/'nole  number  of  Shakers  in  this  country  is  estimated 
t five  thousand. 

Besides  agriculture,  it  is  well  known,  that  the  Sha- 
ers  occupy  themselves  much  with  mechanical  em- 
loyments.  The  productions  of  their  industry  and  skill, 
eves,  brushes,  boxes,  pads,  and  other  domestic  uten- 
ls  are  every  where  exposed  for  sale,  and  distinguish- 
d by  excellence  of  workmanship.  Their  garden  seeds 
re  celebrated  for  goodness,  and  find  a ready  market, 
r females  are  employed  in  domestic  manufactures 
louse-work,  and  the  community  is  fed  and  clothed 
y its  own  productions. 

The  property  is  all  common.  The  avails  of  the  ge- 
eral  industry  are  poured  into  the  treasury  of  the 
riiole;  individual  wants  are  supplied  from  a common 
magazine,  or  store-house,  which  is  kept  for  each  fa- 
lily;  and  ultimately,  the  elders  invest  the  gains  in  land 
nd  buildings,  or  sometimes  in  money,  or  other  personal 
uroperty,  which  is  held  for  the  good  of  the  society. 


Their  houses,  almost  without  an  exception,  are 
painted  of  an  ochre  yellow,  and  although  plain,  they 
make  handsome  appearance-  The  utmost  neatness  is 
conspicuous  in  their  fields,  court-ya^ds,  out-houses, 
and  in  the  very  road;  not  a weed,  not  a spot  ol  filth  or 
any  nuisance  is  suffered  to  exist. 

They  sometimes  have  what  they  call  union  meet- 
ings, when  several  of  the  brethren  and  sisters  meet 
together,  sit  and  converse,  and  smoke  their  pipes.  If 
a man  is  on  the  road  alone  from  home,  in  a carriage, 
it  is  contrary  to  order  for  him  to  permit  a woman  to 
ride  with  him  on  any  account  whatever.  It  is  contrary 
to  order,  or  the  gift,  as  they  call  it,  to  leave  any  bars 
down  or  gates  open,  or  leave  any  thing  they  use,  out 
of  their  proper  place,  consequently  they  seldom  have 
any  thing  lost. 

It  is  according  to  the  gift  of  order,  for  all  to  endea- 
vour to  keep  all  things  regular;  indolence  and  care- 
lessness, they  say,  is  directly  opposite  to  the  gospel 
and  order  of  God;  cleanliness  in  every  respect  is 
strongly  enforced — it  is  contrary  to  order  even  to  spit 
on  the  floor.  A dirty,  careless'  slovenly,  or  indolent 
person,  they  say,  cannot  travel  in  the  way  of  God,  or 
be  religions. 

It  is  contrary  to  order  to  talk  loud,  to  shut  doors 
hard,  to  rap  at  a door  for  admittance,  or  to  make  a 
noise  in  any  respect, even  when  walking  the  floor,  they 
must  be  careful  not  to  make  a noise  with  their  feet. 
They  go  to  bed  at  nine  or  leu  o’clock,  and  rise  at  four 
or  five;  all  who  are  in  health  go  to  work  about  sun- 
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rise,  in  door  mechanics  in  the  winter  work  by  candle 
light;  each  one  follows  such  an  employment  as  the 
deacon  appoints  for  him 

Every  man  and  woman  must  be  employed,  and  work 
steadily  and  moderately.  When  any  are  sick  they  have 
the  utmost  care  and  attention  paid  them.  When  a 
man  is  sick,  if  there  is  a woman  among  the  sisters, 
who  was  his  wife  before  he  believed,  she,  if  in  health,1 
nurses  and  waits  upon  him.  If  any  of  them  transgress 
the  rules  and  orders  of  the  church,  they  are  not  held 
in  union  until  they  confess  their  transgression,  and  that 
often  on  their  knees  before  the  brethren  and  sisters. 

"Each  church  in  the  different  settlements  has  a 
house  called  t!Vfc  office,  where  all  business  is  transact- 
ed either  among  themselves  or  with  other  people; 
each  family  deposites  in  the  office  all  that  is  to  be 
spared  for  charitable  purposes,  which  is  distributed 
by  the  deacon  to  those  whom  he  judges  to  lie  proper 
objects  of  charity.  He  never  sends  the  poor  and  needy 
empty  away. 

i hey  walk  to  their  meeting-houses,  which  are 
painted  white,  in  order,  two  and  two,  ar.d  leave  it  in 
the  same  order.  Men  enter  the  left  hand  door,  and 
■women  the  right  hand.  In  each  dwelling-house  is  a 
room  called  the  meeting  room,  in  which  they  assem- 
ble, morning  and  evening;  and,  in  the  afternoon  of  the 
Sabbath,  they  all  assemble  in  one  of  these  rooms,  in 
iheir  dwelhng-Uouse,  to  which  meeting,  spectators,  or 
those  who  do  not  belong  to  the  society,  are  not  admit- 
ted, except  fnendly  visitors.  Their  houses  are  well 
calculated  and  convenient. 

'i  he>  go  to  their  meals  walking  in  order,  one  di- 
rectly after  the  other;  the  head  of  the  family  or  elder, 
takes  the  lead  of  the  men,  and  one,  called  elder  sister, 
takes  the  lead  of  tire  women  Several  women  are 
employed  iti  cooking  and  waiting  on  the  table — tiiey  are 
commonly  relieved  weekly  by  others.  It  is  contrary4 
to  order  tor  a man  or  woman  to  sleep  alone,  but  two  of 
the  brethren  sleep  together,  and  the  sisters  the  same. 

It  is  contrary  to  order  for  a man  to  he  alone  with  a 
woman,  also  to  touch  one  another.  If  a man  presents 
any  thing  to  a female,  or  a female  to  a male,  due  no- 
nce must  he  taken  by  each  one  not  so  touch  the  other, 
it  is  contrary  to  order  for  a woman  to  walk  out  alone, 
ur  to  be  alone.  A man  and  woman  are  not  allowed  to 
converse  together,  except  in  the  presence  of  some  of 
the  brethren  and  sisters. 

The  leading  characteristic  in  the  worship  of  this  pe- 
culiar denomination  of  Christians,  is  their  dancing. 
This  they  describe  as  the  involuntary  result  of  the  ex- 
bilerating and  Overpowering  delight  received  through 
the  out-pouring  of  divine  grace  upon  their  hearts.  The 
evolutions  and  changes  in  the  dance,  by  constant  prac- 
tice, bectJtne  as  precisely  correct  as  the  manoeuvres  of 
a regiment  of  experienced  soldiers;  it  becomes,  in  fact, 
a mechanical  movement.  No  one  ever  makes  a mis- 
take, or  throws  the  rank  in  disorder  from  inattention 
or  inexperience;  but  every  thing  is  conducted  in  the 
most  exact  order,  as  if  every  step  and  movement  of 


the  body  was  directed  by  a guage  and  rule.  Dane 
are  sometimes  held  in  private  houses,  when  variatio 
are  frequently  introduced.  On  some  occasions,  it 
said,  their  movements  are  so  rapid,  that  the  eye  ci 
scarce  follow  or  keep  pace  with  their  swift  motions 
I he  Shakers,  to  all  human  appearance,  are  a hapi 
people.  They  are  free,  sociable,  and  hospitable  to  g 
visitors  who  behave  with  decorum  and  propriety.  Th< 
profess  to  be  entirely  divested  of  the  passions  incide.
